The ASNC Public Safety, Health and Welfare Committee meeting on the 2nd was informative and a 
lively discussion. We have an exciting opportunity to set an example here and to help make up for a 
grave mistake we made voting down the recent GMO labeling law proposition. Los Angeles, known 
throughout the world as the factory of make-believe, could become known for being a champion in 
fighting a worldwide threat to the well-being of the planet, and of course to our individual health, which is 
genetically modified food. 

This is urgent because we need City Hall to act before a sinister pesticide industry "seed bill" goes into 
effect on January 1. 

A couple of days ago Roy Payan posted a sample of a letter you can write if you want to have a 
influence on this cause, which bans the growing of GMO plants and seeds in Los Angeles.

Re: Support for Koretz-O’Farrell motion #13-1374 

Make the City of Los Angeles a GMO-free Zone with regard to the sale, distribution and growth of GMO 
plants and seeds by prohibiting the growth of genetically modified crops within the city of Los Angeles. 
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In a democracy, everyone has the right to make choices. So long as companies keep the content of the 
foods we eat secret, we cannot make choices. So long as they keep selling GMO-modified seeds and 
plants in our stores without identifying them as such, we cannot make choices. And even if we can avoid 
purchasing them ourselves, so long as they are sold in our city, it is far too easy for them to contaminate 
our own plants and gardens. 

Furthermore, an unregulated herbicide-resistant GMO grass is due to come on the market shortly and 
will certainly be marketed aggressively to golf courses and parks across the country. Once such a GMO 
grass establishes itself in Los Angeles, it would spread all too easily into our wetlands, wilderness and 
river areas as well as our own lawns and, like all herbicide-resistant products, would require significantly 
increased use of chemicals at considerable cost to the city and our fragile eco-system. Additionally, it 
would require substantially more water which is unsustainable in our current drought conditions. 

I strongly support #13-1374 by Paul Koretz and Mitch O’Farrell and urge all Councilmembers to support 
and pass this ordinance prohibiting the growth of any and all GMO crops within city limits.
